EDITORIAL 


One of the most pleasing things in 1981 
Australian Soccer — and there hasn’t been much 
to please us — is the comparative peace at 
grounds in the Philips League. 

Spectators, thank heaven, are behaving 
themselves. Not so many years ago, we could 
bank on four or five riots every year, some of 
them very serious. These outbreaks of 
hooliganism by irate spectators were a blot on the 
code. They gave Soccer a terrible image because 
they invariably gained front page projection in 
the newspapers. zi 
More important, they kept many spectators 
away from matches, doing immense damage to 
the game’s efforts to establish itself as family 
entertainment. 


What father or mother would take the kids toa 
‘Spor spectators were liable to throw 
punches or kick or shout obscenities simply 
because a referee might give a decision they did 
not agree with? 

Happily, though, those bad. old days are 
behind us. 


If we accept that, we must also accept the fact 
that extreme vigilance is necessary to ensure that 
the fans continue to be on their best behaviour. 

This was clearly not the case at Schintler 
Reserve in Melbourne when Footscray drew 1-1 
with Wollongong Wolves. ASW’s Phil Murphy 
was at the match but, due to the Telecom 
ape Berea ae Cette Se 


story. 

‘The “Tlawarra Mercury” spread the story right 
across the top of its back page under such 
headings as IRATE MOB ATTACKS 
REFEREE and CITY DRAW RIOT SQUAD. 

The story backed up those headlines. It seems 
the Footscray supporters tried to attack referee 
Bob Kerr simply because he awarded a penalty 
kick for “hands” against their team. 


The report says, in part, “some of the 
supporters seer determined to injure the 
referee and punches were thrown as Kerr ran 
towards the cage near the dressing room.” 

‘The report also mentions that the riot squad 
was brought in with 14 police officers quelling the 
demonstrating crowd. 

There was plenty more but there is no point in 
repeating it here. 

On the same day, at Pratten Park, Sydney 


Olympic a penalty kick. 

‘These two instances of crowd misbehaviour are 
worrying. They indicate that, while PSL Soccer 
has been relatively peaceful for the past couple of 
years, there is a crazy element of roughnecks still 
attending matches and still quite willing to 
physically assault referees. 


Only two days ago, a few louts at Lambert 
Park threw missiles on the pitch and referee Jim 
Reeves had to suspend the Leichhardt v 
Blacktown match while order was restored. 

It may not have been a genuine riot but it is 
worrying to think that trouble is still simmering 
on many PSL grounds. 

And it’s no consolation to dismiss such matters 
with the comment: “It’s much worse in 
England,” 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY 
suggests that now is the time for the PSL 
authorities to remind all clubs of their 
responsibilities and ask the clubs to check up on 
safety measures at their home matches. 


There must be no relaxing of precautionary 
measures to keep the fans under strict control. 
The game must always have crowd marshalls 
wearing armbands, and it must also have the 
deterrent benefits of uniformed policemen. And 
if any idiots step out of line, let them be arrested, 
let them be hit with heavy fines or even be 
thrown in jail. 

It is not much good waiting until a match 
official is seriousty hurt to start tightening up on 
security at grounds, 

The PSL executive should take action 
immediately. Prevention is always far better than 
cure.

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TRANSFER 
REQUEST

Canberra Arrows has transfer-listed Isaac 
Farrell, on form one of Australia’s most adept 
and constructive midfielders. 


But Club secretary, Mr Bob Preston, was at pains to 
stress that the player himself had made the transfer request 
— in writing. 

“When this happens it is club policy not to stand in a 
player's way,”” Mr Preston said. 

“It is with genuine deep regret that we accepted Isacc’s 
transfer request.” 

Farrell, a Scotsman, joined Canberra in 1979 and in that 
the 1980 season was a regular member of the squad. 

This year, with an over-supply of capable defenders and 
midfielders, he has played only intermittently. 

But against Brisbane gladiators, as a second half 
replacement, Farrell showed total aggression and 
thoughtful finishing. 

Tt was this form that led, to Canberra asking $14,000 for 
his services. 

Farrell’ is worth that sort of money — although one 
expects that if he does go it will probably for something less 
than that amount. 

It is also worth reflecting that although the club has a 
policy of not standing in the way of players once they 
themselves make a transfer request this wasn't the 
approach when Blacktown bid for Terry Byrne — and 
Byrne was then willing to go. 

Tt is also interesting that after denying recent rumours of 
players being up for sale official confirmation of Farrell's 
transfer request was so quick to follow. 

In fact, I was.given Farrell's name as a player to be 
transferred at that time, 

He would be'a loss as any team always as a need for 
capable, experienced substitutes in the event of injury. 

Last year Canberra suffered when not having a suffigient 
depth of replacements when hit by a spate of injuries at a 
crucial time.

Know 
what I mean? You see 
back in England we felt 
strongly what Packer did 
for cricket. He poured 
stacks of dough into 
cricket and gave it very 
heavy promotion and 
you can see how cricket 
has rocketed over the 
last three years or so, 
and not just here in 
Australia, but even back 
in England. It has had 
world-wide 
repercussion. You have 
the kids here in this 
country, but rely on the 
overseas rejects heavily 
in top grade stuff, You 
need someone to take 
Soccer by the scruff of 
the neck, because it is a 
great game and you 
have not seen the best of 
it yet here, 

Q: What makes Soccer 
such a fabulous sport? 
A: Easy that one. 
Because it is so 
physically democratic, 
that’s why. 

Q: Could you break that 
down for our younger 
readers to understand 
please. 

A: Yeah, OK. By 
physically democratic I 
mean that a little guy, if 
he is skilful enough and 
good enough, can 
succeed in Soccer. He 
doesn’t have to be a big 
guy. Some of the world’s 
top Soccer players are 
little guys. Maradona, 
Kevin Keegan, Billy 
Bremmner, Kenny 
Dalglish etc, etc . . . 
Q: What do you think 
makes a great team? 
A: A bunch of right 
players doing the right 
thing at the right time. 
Q: What is a good 
player? 

A: He must have ability, 
and he must play to his 
natural strengths and 
not venture into areas 
beyond his capabilities. 
He must be prepared to 


work very hard himself 
and be able to motivate 
himself without having 
to rely on someone else 
doing it for him. 

Q: Conversely, what 
makes a good manager? 
A: He must have a very 
good knowledge of the 
game. Must be able to 
understand players and 
be able to handle 
people, because after 
all, players are also 
people, and how they 
react. A good manager 
has to be able to make 
players feel, and fully 
understand, that they 
are part of a TEAM 
Q: Any other qualities 
you look for in a 
manager? 

A: Yes. He must be 
courageous as well, 
otherwise if he is afraid, 
this fear automatically 
transfers across to his 
players and they play as 
such. My own manager 
at Southampton, Lawrie 
McMenemy, I would say 
is brave and thus he 
instills strong confidence 
into our squad. 

Q: What has gone 
wrong with the England 
team today? 

A: Well like I said to 
you before, they have 
the wrong man in charge 
at the top. Greenwood | 
mean. He is too nice. 
England needs far more 
flair, imagination and 
vision to lift herself out 
of the doldrums. 

Q: Well who would you 
like to see replace 
Greenwood as the boss 
of the World Cup team? 
A: Anybody at all who 
is positive but with a 
track record to qualify 
for the position. He 
must be his own man 
and be able to guide 
himself without any 
assistance or consultants 
as is now the case over 
in England. 

Q: Could you knock out 
some specific names that 
would meet these 
requirements that you 
suggest? 

A: Southampton’s 
Lawrie McMenemy, 
Ronny Saunders from 
Aston Villa, who 
copped tremendous 
flack from the Press 
months ago yet kept 
pushing on and 
eventually won this 
year’s championship. 


Know what I mean? 

Q: Australian Soccer at 
the moment is in a mess. 
Can you offer some 
contributing solutions? 
A: John, you will always 
have some form of 
problems in Soccer and 
they all require solving 
and many times the 
solutions are not easy 
First, you must sort out 
your Soccer. Here you 
have professionals 
playing with amateurs, 
As well as this player- 
mix, you have amateurs 
running the game, You 
must formulate a very 
strong policy to get all 
your Australian 
youngsters to develop 
their Soccer. You 
MUST stop all U.K. 
rejects coming across 
here and revert to your 
juniors. Sure this will be 
an immediate backward 
step to take, but you 
must take this backward 
step before you can push 
forward. This you must 


do. 
Q: Which English club 
do you respect the most? 
A: Any good solid 
performer. Liverpool of 
course. My club, Aston 
Villa. 
Q: What game is 
memorable to you in 
which you played? 
A: A couple I would 
say. The World Cup 
match at Wembley 
against Poland which 
knocked England out of 
the Cup. And back in 
1976 when we won the 
F.A. Cup Final against 
Manchester United.

Generally overall, if 
supporters like a player, 
he must be good. They 
know; you can't fool 
them,
